BLOOMINGTON, Ind. (AP) 
— Dr. Ralph E. Cieland, 78, an 
internationally-known 
bota - 
nist, died at his office on the 
Indiana University campus here 
Friday. 
Dr. 
Cieland, 
distinguished 
professor emeritus at the uni­ 
versity, was noted for his work 
in genetics. 
He served as chairman of the 
National Academy of 'Sciences’ 
botany section in 1956, and was 
a member' of the American 
Philosophical Society. 
He held high offices in many 
of the country’s leading scien­ 
tific organizations, including the 
presidency of the Genetics Soci­ 
ety of America, the Botanical 
Society of America, the .Ameri­ 
can Society of Naturalists, and 
the Indiana Academy of Sci­ 
ences. 
He came to Indiana Univer­ 
sity as head of the botany de­ 
partment in 1938, and headed 
the department for 20 years. He 
also was dean of the graduate 
school from 1950 to 1958, and 
was co-director of the univer­ 
sity’s Aerospace Research Ap­ 
plications Center from 1964 to 
1968. 
Survivors include his wife, 
Elizabeth, and three sons.

Hijacker Captured After 
Killing Plane Passenger

NEW YORK (AP) - A gun­ 
man hijacked an airliner in 
Chicago, killed one of its pas­ 
sengers, 
police 
said, 
then 
fought a gun battle with a dep­ 
uty U.S. marshal as the plane 
flew to New York before being 
subdued here early today. 
The hijacker reportedly de­ 
manded to be flown to North 
Vietnam after he took over the 
plane by placing his gun at the 
head of a blonde stewardess. 
The slain passenger was 
Howard Franks, 65, Darien, 
Conn., who was shot and killed, 
apparently as other passengers 
scrambled off the plane at Chi­ 
cago’s 
O’Hare 
International 
Airport. 
A Federal Aviation Adminis­ 
tration spokesman said it was 
the first time a passenger had 
been killed in a U.S. airplane 
hijacking. 
The hijacker, identified as 
Gregory White, 23, Chicago, 
was seized by FBI agents when 
the Trans World Airlines 727 jet 
landed at Kennedy Airport. The 
FBI said one of its agents shot 
the man and wounded him in 
the left arm after the hijacker 
fired a shot at the agent. 
The hijacker barged aboard 
the Boeing trijet as it was stop­ 
ping at O’Hare en route from 
Albuquerque, N.M., to New 
York. 
After seizing the stewardess, 
the hijacker allowed, the pas­ 
sengers to leave. 
But Franks went back to get 
his 
coat 
and 
“apparently 
walked between the stewardess 
and the gunman,” 'police said. 
Chicago Police Deputy Supt. 
John Mulchrone said the only 
firing came from the hijacker. 


Earlier reports of a gun battle 
between the hijacker and police 
were unfounded, he said. The 
hijacker allowed authorities to 
remove Franks’ body. 
The hijacker held a gun to 
the head of the stewardess, 
Catherine Culver, 24, of Fond 
du Lac, Wis., officials said. He 
also kept aboard as hostages, 
the pilot, Capt. Robert E. El­ 
der, 42, of Stamford, Conn.; 
First Officer Ronald J. Dupuis, 
31, of Sparta, N.J.; and Flight 
engineer Don E. Welshimer, 34, 
of St. James, N.Y. 
The hijacker told the crew he 
wanted a plane ready in New 
York to take him to North Viet­ 
nam. He also demanded $75,000 
and a machine gun. 
As word of the 11:30 p.m. 
EDT hijack spread at O’Hare, 
Deputy U.S. Marshal. Joseph 
Zito, who was operating a mag­ 
netic detection device nearby, 
heard that a small man was 
being sought to crawl into the 
plane. 
Zito, who is about 5-feet 6 and 
had just put in his last day as 


police chief of Cary, HI., volun­ 
teered. 
Wearing a. TWA. flight jacket 
and armed with two pistols, 
Zito wriggled through a window 
into the cockpit while the hija­ 
cker was in the plane’s cabin. 
As the plane took off for New 
York, Zito looked through a 
peephole at the hijacker, who 
was occupied in watching Miss 
Culver, the marshal told a 
news conference. 
About 
30 
minutes 
after 
takeoff, the hijacker walked 
away from Miss Culver toward 
the back of the plane. 
“I think I can get him now,” 
Zito said he told the captain. 
With Elder’s consent, Zito, 
said, he opened the door and 
fired twice. 
“He fell behind the seat—I 
don’t know whether I hit him— 
and I ducked behind the seat,” 
Zito said. 
“We lay there the whole 
flight, him watching me and 
me watching him,” Zito added.

CRANDALL, Ind. (AP)—An 
ancient telephone system and 
its septuagenarian manager are 
nearing the end of the line to­ 
gether as progress prepares to 
engulf yet another American 
relic. 
Ivan Emily is the 74-year-old 
manager of The Crandall Tele­ 
phone Co., one of the nation’} 
few remaining no-dial telephone 
systems. The antiquated, sys­ 
tem, in which telephone users 
crank their home phones to get 
a local operator who places the 
call, has only one year of life 
remaining. 
Emily, who does most things 
any other 74-year-old does—like 
climbing telephone poles—nego­ 
tiated the sale of the local com­ 
pany to the Continental Tele­ 
phone Co. of St. Louis, and that 
company will install a. new dial 
system in Crandall. 
“Things will be different with­ 
out the old crank system,” says 
Emily, who’s been involved with 
the local telephone operation 
since 1930. 
“When people here see a po­ 
lice car, a fire truck or an am­ 
bulance, they just crank up the 
phone and ask the operator 
what’s going on. It won’t be 
that way in the new system.” 
Crandall 
has 
only 
about 
200 residents, most of whom 
leave the pleasant rolling hills 
of southern Indiana each day 
for jobs in Louisville, a half- 
hour away. 
The town has had telephone 
service since 1906, when three 
separate phone companies were 
incorporated by the state Pub­ 
lic Service Commission. The 
three companies merged in 
1954, forming the Crandall Tele­ 
phone Co., with Emily as mana­ 
ger. 


Of the 480 phones serviced by 
the company in Harrison Coun­ 
ty, only 15 are private lines— 
mostly in businesses. In most 
other cases, as many as eight 
homes are linked on party lines, 
a fact which displeases some 
of the community’s new fami­ 
lies who’d like easier access to 
the lines. 
Under the new system, pri­ 
vate lines will be available, but 
most people still will be on 4- 
party party lines. 
“It’s seldom been any prob­ 
lem—the party lines,” says 
Emily, a sturdy, grey-haired 
man whose working uniform is 
a pair of coveralls, a blue shirt 
and work hat. 
There was one time, he re­ 
members when a local custom­ 
er “blew up” when the opera­ 
tor cut her off to put through 
a long distance call. 
“That gal kind of told the op­ 
erator off good,” Emily laugh­ 
ed. “But I went by and visited 
the gal, and I just listened to 
her. . .you know, with a woman 
you might as well listen be­ 
cause you can't shut them up 
. . .and when she got finished, 
we reasoned it out and she fi­ 
nally agreed with me. 
“Generally the party line 
rule,” says Emily, “is that 
when there’s an emergency, 
folks just get off the line. 
There’s been no problem about 
that.” 
Until the new owners take 
over local operations, Emily 
plans to continue his daily rou­ 
tine of phone installations, cable 
repairs and pole climbs. 
“I’ll have to admit I don’t 
get around like I used to,” 
Emily says. “I still climb the 
poles, but now I have to use a 
ladder to help me up.”

between the two men. 
Zito said that he gave one of 
'the pistols to Dupuis, who also 
took “a couple of shots” at the 
hijacker.

When the plane landed, the 
marshal reported, the hijacker 
shot at him once more. Zito 
said he asked that Miss Culver 
foe freed and the hijacker let 
her exit through the escape 
chute in the front of the plane. 
Zito and the three other crew 
members followed her down the 
chute moments later. 
“ We got under the plane,” 
Zito said, ‘‘and thank God we 
were here safe. It was my first 
flight and 1 was very scared.” 
A few minutes later, the hija­ 
cker radioed he was ready to 
come out and slid down the 
chute, his white shirt covered 
with blood. FBI agents seized 
him as he stumbled out about 
2:30 a.m. EDT. 
The FBI said the hijacker 
carried a .38-caliber pistol. He 
was in fair condition at Queens 
General Hospital with a bullet 
wound to the left arm. 
White was being held here 
pending the filing of charges in 
Chicago. 
Passengers from the hijacked 
plane arrived on another plane 
at La Guardia Airport. They 
told of seeing the hijacker, a 
tall black man with a goatee, 
grab Miss Culver around the 
neck and pull a pistol from un­ 
der an umbrella.

Committee 
Meets Fridav

Rush County Solid Waste Dis­ 
posal Committee, a group con­ 
cerned with gathering informa­ 
tion regarding solid waste dis­ 
posal in Rushville and Rush 
County, met with representa­ 
tives of Decatur County Fri­ 
day evening. 
The meeting was held in the 
Rush County courthouse to hear 
Dave Faulkner, Decatur coun­ 
ty sanitarian, explain their sys­ 
tem of solid waste disposal of 
that county. 
Mr. Faulkner was accompan­ 
ied by Paul and John Bankert, 
who operate a Bankert Broth­ 
ers Co., contracting with all of 
Greens burg and Decatur coun­ 
ty for solid waste disposal. 
The Bankert brothers operate 
a land fill company. They ex­ 
plain how they lease poor rural 
land, using it for burial of solid 
waste. 
The company operates under 
contract with Decatur county, 
and is paid with fax money it 
was reported. Cost is approxi­ 
mately $4.00 per person per 
year for disposal of everybody’s 
waste, which is then buried on 
the land under lease by the 
company, Mr. Faulkner said.

From Alcatraz 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
Federal marshals have staged 
a surprise raid and forcefully 
removed the last of an Indian 
occupying force from Alcatraz 
Island, a former federal prison 
site that since Nov. 20, 1969, 
has been a symbol for Ameri­ 
can Indians. 
Twenty men armed with shot­ 
guns landed in boats Friday 
while most of the estimated 75 
Indians living on the San Fran­ 
cisco Bay island were on the 
mainland on business. 
There was no resistance from 
the six men, four women and 
five children, and no one was 
injured. 
Marshals 
said 
they 
took a four-inch knife from one 
of the men, who had been using 
it to cut meat for lunch. 
Three Coast Guard cutters 
evacuated the 15 Indians, who 
were then taken by Navy bus to 
a San Francisco hotel. 
U.S. Atty. James L. Brown­ 
ing Jr. said the raid was trig­ 
gered when a U.S. marshal ob­ 
served $680 worth of copper 
wires 
and 
cables 
being 
re­ 
moved from the island in the 
morning and sold in San Fran­ 
cisco. Three Indians were ar­ 
rested and charged with theft 
of government property.

Niblack decreed that 
Conrad and two other Demo­ 
cratic state officials elected last 
November would not benefit 
from the constitutional amend­ 
ment approved by the voters at 
the same election, extending 
the terms to four years. 
“ In the still of the night and 
the quiet of the morning” the 
Republican 
principals 
in the 
case gathered to perform their 
brand of justice, he said. 
Conrad said that in 18 hours 
after the case had been filed, 
the notifications 
were made, 
the pleadings were presented, 
the stipulations were made and 
the disposition issued.

with

spending up to 17 months in jail 
waiting for their day in court; 
with lawsuits taking months to 
be heard; with attorneys and 
judges 
complaining 
about 
crowded court calendars and 
backlogs, “I feel this case is 
something we’ll regret for a 
long time.”

said they will appeal the case 
to the Indiana Supreme Court, 
which has a Republican major­ 
ity, to affirm Nihlack’s ruling.

Americans Alarmed By Deaths 
Of Many Bald Eagles In Wyoming

(AP) — On the high plains of 
central 
Wyoming, 
where 
the 
west wind sweeps endless over 
the 
sage 
of 
Emigrant 
Gap, 
there is a place where eagles 
roost. 
Here, along the ruts of the 
Oregon Trail, is where man 
and 
the 
great 
birds 
have 
recently come into deadly con­ 
frontation. 
Result: 48 eagles known dead 
since May 1, others probably 
deed; victims of man’s modern 
science and weapons. 
Twenty one eagles have died 
from eating thallium sulfate, a 
poison set out to protect sheep 
flocks against such killers as 
coyotes. 
The poison may have wiped 
out one of the few remaining 
winter roosts of the baldeagle— 
emblem of the United States— 
and cut deeply into the unique 
local concentration of golden 
eagles. 
The poison apparently came 
from the carcasses of three an­ 
telope, heavily laced with thal­ 
lium sulfate, and left along a 
lonely dirt road 11 miles west 
of here—well within the range 
of eagles roosting in Jackson 
Canyon. 
The eagle deaths in this area, 
including 
11 
bald 
eagles, 
spurred 
conservationists 
to 
plead before Congress for the 
abolition or limitation of pre­ 
dator poison programs. 
The deaths also brought to 
light other killings of the bald 
and 
golden 
eagle—both 
pro­ 
tected 
by 
federal 
law—else­ 
where in the state, some by ac­ 
cidental electric shock which 
conservationists 
say 
power 
companies 
could 
have 
pre­ 
vented, 
others 
by 
deliberate 
shooting, still others by poison. 
Since May 1, when two teen­ 
agers 
found 
the 
first 
seven 
birds in this red sandstone can­ 
yon, 48 dead eagles have been 
turned into the government and 
authorities 
of 
the 
National 
Audubon Society. 
Alexander Sprunt IV, director 
of research for the National 
Adubon 
Society, 
says 
"not 
more than 1,000 breeding pairs 
of bald eagles are to be found 
in the contiguous 48 states.’ 
Golden eagles are more nu­ 
merous, although still rare, and 
can be found from Mongolia 
west through northern Europe 
and across North America. One 
authority says there are about 
200 golden eagles in Wyoming. 
The bald eagle has suffered 
primarily from 
three fronts: 
destruction of habitat by man; 
ingestion of pesticides which 
destroys eggs, and poisons. 
The sun-baked cliffs and Pon­ 
derosa pines of Jackson Can­ 
yon, 12 miles southwest of Cas­ 
per, are close to the trout-laden 
North Platte River and provide 
an ideal place for the bald 
eagle to spend the winter. 


Hanover 
Professor

S.M. degree from the University 
of Chicago and a Ph.D. from the 
University of Pittsburgh. 
The Fort Wayne native has 
been a very prolific writer in 
the field of mathematics. He 
has authored or co-authored 12 
books, including one which has 
become a standard math text­ 
book for general high school 
math throughout the nation. 
During the summer of 1965 
he was a member of the Afri­ 
can Education Program writing 
team, sponsored by Educational 
Services Program. 
In 1960*62 
he was a member of the writ­ 
ing team on the School Mathe­ 
matics Study sponsored by the 
National 
Science 
Foundation. 
This was one of the groups that 
brought about the changeover 
to modern math. 
He is a member of the Ameri­ 
can Mathematical Association, 
the National Council of Teach­ 
ers of Mathematics, and has 


Here from November until 
March, when most fly north to 
Canada and Alaska, the huge 
white-headed birds soar high 
above the cliffs on thermal air 
currents created by the west 
winds sweeping up the canyon 
walls and over nearby Casper 
Mountain. 
"If someone wanted to con­ 
centrate on killing eagles,” said 
Bart Rae, a local Audubon offi­ 
cial and geologist, "this would 
be the place.” 
But 
Rae 
and 
other 
con­ 
servationists 
say 
they 
can’t 
conceive of anyone setting out 
deliberately to poison the birds. 
"The problem is the predator 
control programs,” says Keith 
Becker of Jackson, who next 
month becomes executive di­ 
rector of the Wyoming Out­ 
door Coordinating Council. The 
council is an umbrella group 
covering 
most 
conservation 
groups in the state. 
Sheepmen don’t like eagles, 
but they do not want to see the 
great birds vanish either. Still, 
they must protect their flocks 
from 
predators, 
says 
Bob 
Bledsoe, executive director of 
the Wyoming Wool Growers As­ 
sociation. 
"Predators 
are 
the 
sheep­ 
m an’s No. 1 problem,” Bledsoe 
said. 
That’s why $439,000 was spent 
by the Bureau of Sport Fish­ 
eries and Wildlife on poison 
programs 
in 
the 
1970 fiscal 
year. 
Bledsoe 
said. 
Unfortu­ 
nately, he said, the programs 
are not selective, in that other 
animals 
feeding 
on 
poisoned 
baits also fall victim of poi­ 
son-such as Jackson Canyon’s 
eagles. 
Rae said it has been proposed 
that a stockman could insure 
his flock for about five cents a 
head against verified predator 
deaths. This would compensate 
the stockmen for their losses, 
Becker agreed. 
Instead of mass predator pro­ 
grams, Rae said the most ac­ 
ceptable 
approach 
would 
be 
through shooting individual pre­ 
dators in problem areas. 
Becker put it this way: 
"The answer in my mind is 
to have a predator control pro­ 
gram 
based on the 
verified 
losses so that we go in and can 
certify that animals have been 
lost to a predator. 
"We take whatever action is 
necessary to eliminate those 
specific losses. If it can be han­ 
dled by killing one animal, fine 
. . . if it lakes reducing the gen­ 
eral predator population in that 
area to a degree to where the 
losses are not high enough to 
be excessive in terms of the 
landowners’ business. . . ” 
“At present,” he said, "we 
could buy all the animals that 
are lost at a very small per­ 
centage of what we spend on 
control.” 
The State Crop and Livestock 
Reporting 
Service 
estimates 
eagles were responsible for 8.- 
600 sheep and lamb deaths in 
Wyoming last year. 
Coyotes, 
the biggest and growing prob­ 
lem, claimed 94,000 sheep and 
lambs, the agency said. 
The national Audubon Society 
and other conservationists chal­ 
lenge the figures as unverified 
"guesstimates” and claim they 
are grossly exaggerated.

Higdon Fined 
$25,000 For 
Army Thefts 


REDSTONE ARSENAL, Ala. 
(AP) — M.Sgt. William Higdon, 
convicted of stealing funds and 
collecting kickbacks while run­ 
ning Army clubs in Vietnam, 
has been sentenced to a dishon­ 
orable discharge, a $25,000 fine 
and forfeiture of all pay and al­ 
lowances. 
The military jury that tried 
the 41-year-old East Point, Ga., 
career soldier and imposed the 
penalties could have sentenced 
him to eight years in prison. 
“I’ve been a soldier over 24 
years,” Higdon said Thursday 
after the sentencing. “And until 
after the appeal process, I am 
still a soldier.”

Indianapolis Is 
Named Key City 
In Postal Plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Tak­ 
ing another step in the planned 
restructuring of the U.S. Postal 
Service, Postmaster Winton M. 
Blount Thursday designated 30 
major U.S. cities as special 
mail management points. 
Blount also subdivided the 
rest of the nation into 56 dis­ 
tricts, each with a district head­ 
quarters city. The 56 districts 
were included in five geograph­ 
ic regions announced earlier. 
Indianapolis was designated 
as one of the metropolitan 
areas under the plan, with Ev­ 
ansville and Fort Wayne, Ind., 
among the central region dis­ 
trict headquarters. 
Blount said the steps would 
permit the Postal Service to 
“respond more readily to needs 
of the metropolitan areas, which 
constitute the majority of the 
nation’s population as well as 
mail volume, and at the same 
time improve service through­ 
out the country.” 
The new designations take ef­ 
fect July 1, the date the corpo­ 
rate-like Postal Service official­ 
ly takes over the mails from the 
old Post Office Department. 
Under the new system the 10 
largest cities would be known as 
Major Metropolitan Centers. 
Each would be headed by a 
manager reporting directly to 
one of the five regional post­ 
masters general. 
The remaining 20 cities, in­ 
cluding Indianapolis, 'will be 
designated Metropolitan Areas 
in which a single postmaster 
will be in charge of mail opera­ 
tions now super1vised by indi­ 
vidual postmasters. Individual 
postmasters, however, will be 
retained. 
The 10 major metropolitan 
centers will be in Los Angeles 


Cuba To Try 
5 Americans 


MLAMI (AP) — Retaliating 
for jail terms meted out to four 
Cuban fishermen caught poach­ 
ing in U.S. waters, Cuba says it 
will try five stranded American 
seamen who wandered into Cu­ 
ban seaspace. 
The Fidel Castro regime an­ 
nounced Thursday it had three 
private American vessels in 
custody and would try at least 
five of their 13 crewmen. It did 
not say which seamen would be 
tried. 
At the same time, Havana 
Radio said U.S. attorneys rep­ 
resenting the Cuban sailors had 
been instructed not to appeal 
the six-month jail terms and 
$10,000 fines because American 
courts and judges “were un­
